Market: It s 
wait and see 



THE chief executive of 
Northampton General Hospital 
has vowed to tackle issues raised 
in a new survey of his staff. 

Paul Forden said he would 
take the report by the Health¬ 
care Commission seriously but 
added that it was not reflective of 
all staff at the hospital. 

According to the latest results 
in the commission’s 2008 report 
published yesterday, 25 per cent 
of staff reported an incident of 
harassment, bullying or abuse 
from patients or their relatives in 
2008. The survey also showed 
more than one in six members of 
staff had experienced physical 
violence from patients or relatives 
in the previous 12 months. 

Overall, the hospital was placed 
in the bottom fifth of all the 
other trusts in England for 28 
out of 36 key areas of staff sat¬ 
isfaction which were assessed. 

However, the trust did score 
well for the percentage of staff 
using flexible working options 
and the amount of equality and 
diversity training. It also had 
one of the lowest scores for staff 
intending to leave their jobs. 

Paul Forden, chief executive of 
Northampton General Hospital 
(NGH), said: “This survey is not 
conducted with all staff as only 
a small proportion respond and 
they are all responding for a rea- 
son. I always think that the 
amount of staff staying is a good 
judge. If you don’t like it where 
you work, you would want to 
leave.” 


TRADERS were this week expe¬ 
riencing their first few days on 
the rearranged Market Square in 
Northampton. 

Most of the controversial revamp 
took place on Monday with the new- 
look stalls moved in a block towards the 
Grosvenor Centre end of the square. 


And although some seemed pleased 
with their new position and the red 
and white stalls, many were unhappy 
and said they would wait to monitor its 
success before deciding on their future. 

Ray Pyall, who has had a stall on 
the market for 29 years, said: “Two 
people have already packed in because 
they were not happy where their new 


pitch was. There is no atmosphere on 
the market now and trade will start 
drifting away. It is depressing.” 

Marion Hindson, of Green Dragon 
Books, said: “It has created a black 
hole in the centre of Northampton.” 

Part of the revamp has been to cre¬ 
ate a larger entertainments area where 
events will be staged. In a previous 


interview, Tony Woods, leader of 
Northampton Borough Council, said: 
“We want the market to be success¬ 
ful, but we also want the Market Square 
to be a place that people want to go 
to when the market is there and when 
the traders have gone home. The argu¬ 
ment that we want to destroy the mar¬ 
ket could not be further from the truth.”

Rent rise is 
cut bv half 



■The borough council has cut the rent increase to 2.8 per cent 


A PROPOSED rent increase 
for council house tenants 
in Northampton has been 
halved following strong lob¬ 
bying from residents and 
politicians. 

In February, Northampton Bor¬ 
ough Council passed plans to 
increase council rents by 5.6 per 
cent. 

The increase would have pushed 
rent bills up by an average of 
about £4 a week. 

At the time, the Liberal Demo¬ 
crat leaders of the council opposed 
the rise, blaming Government leg¬ 
islation for the increase. 

And now, following a Govern¬ 
ment U-turn on rent levels, Guild¬ 
hall leaders have voted to cut the 
increase to only 2.8 per cent, mean¬ 
ing bills will go up by only about £2 
a week. 

The leader of the council, Coun¬ 
cillor Tony Woods (Lib Dem, St 
Davids), said: “This comes from a 
very welcome Government U-turn. 

“At the time, we said a rent 
increase of 5.6 per cent was too 
high. We didn’t want to do it, we 
had to. 

“But an increase of almost six 
per cent was unfair and unrea¬ 
sonable, so I’m happy the increase 
is now 2.8 per cent.” 

The original rent hike was due 
to come into force at the begin¬ 


ning of April. But now the amount 
has been reduced, it will not be 
included in tenants’ bills until 
May 

The move was welcomed by all 
parties at the Guildhall. 

Opposition leader, Councillor 
Tim Hadland (Con, Weston), said: 
“This is a welcome move for all our 
tenants because it means they’re 
going to have to pay out half the 
increase which was intended.” 

Labour group leader, Councillor 


Keith Davies (Lab, Ecton Brook), 
added: “It’s a great benefit to our 
tenants because six per cent would 
have been an horrendous 
increase.” 

Former Labour MP, Councillor 
Tony Clarke (Ind, Castle), who is 
now an independent member of 
the council, added: “I’m glad the 
Government has realised this 
would have caused pain for the 
council house tenants of 
Northampton.” 


Demolition for ex-school 


A DERELICT Northampton school building which 
has been targeted by vandals is finally going to be 
demolished. 

The former Bridgewater Drive School in Abing- 
ton has become a magnet for vandals since its 
closure in 2007. 

Northampton South MP Brian Binley, Council¬ 
lor Tim Hadland {Con, Weston ) and resident 
Stephen Legg, who plans to stand in the county 
council elections in June, have lobbied Northamp¬ 
tonshire County Council to get the building demol¬ 
ished. 


Mr Legg said: “Residents have expressed con¬ 
cerns over the safety and appearance of the site and 
I am delighted that we have been able to work 
with our county council colleagues to make sure 
that demolition begins.” 

The council hopes to pull down the vacant build¬ 
ing in the next few months. 

A spokesman said: “We are committed to demol¬ 
ishing this building and work is under way to 
look into doing this at the end of April.” 

The school, which was built in the 1960s, was 
replaced with a new building in 2007.

A VIBRANT Northampton 
arts centre has been saved 
from closure after months 
of campaigning. 

It was feared a party due to 
be held at the Fishmarket on Sat¬ 
urday night would be the venue’s 
swansong but instead it will be a 
cause for celebration, after talks 
between the Northampton Arts 
Collective (NAC), Northampton 
Borough Council and other fund¬ 
ing partners secured its future. 

The collective has signed a 10- 
year lease for the building and 
additionally has discussed the 
possibility of expanding to build¬ 
ings next to the Bradshaw Street 
venue. 

The consortium of funders - 
which includes Northampton¬ 
shire County Council, the Arts 
Council and Northamptonshire 


Primary Care Trust - has also 
provided a £10,000 funding pack¬ 
age which will be used for general 
maintenance. 

Councillor Tony Woods (.Lib 
Dem, St Davids), the leader of 
Northampton Borough Council, 


said the authority was leasing 
the building to the arts collec¬ 
tive for free. 

“The funding package will keep 
them going for at least a couple of 
years and allow them to do some 
fundraising.” 


Secure future means 
an opportunity to build 


THE Northampton Arts Col¬ 
lective (NAC) has applauded 
the decision to secure the future 
of the Fishmarket. 

The NAC pulled out of the 
venue in January because of 
lack of funding but yesterday 
announced it would continue to 
operate the gallery beyond the 
end of the month after cash 
and a lease for the building 
were secured. 

Toni Jones, from the NAC, 
said: “I think the council have 
always looked at the Fishmar¬ 
ket as being a unique space. It 
was being able to maintain the 
space. Maintenance has always 
been one of the issues we could¬ 
n’t cure. The main thing for 
us now, because we have had 
time off not knowing whether 


we could open, is to say thank 
you to everybody for their sup¬ 
port. 

“We’re looking for anybody 
who wants to put on events, or 
run the cafe, or lease shops. 
We’ve got an event on Satur¬ 
day which was potentially going 
to be the closing but is now 
going to be the celebration. 

“The Fishmarket is an incred¬ 
ible public access space. It gives 
everybody a space for artists 
and space for those who want to 
come in for a coffee. The money 
will mean we’re able to afford 
to run the building. We’re not 
out of the woods yet but it’s 
an opportunity we can build 
on.” 

Ceramics artist Nita Nath- 
wani was based at the gallery 


for a year and a half before 
moving out yesterday to a big¬ 
ger space. 

She said: “I think it’s fan¬ 
tastic news, I’m really happy for 
them.” 

Mark Walman, chairman of 
the NAC board, said: “We have 
found a way in which to run the 
gallery within the resources 
available and build on the foun¬ 
dations that we have already 
established. We have not entered 
into this decision lightly, as we 
realise that it is going to be a 
long road to build and move 
forward, but we are all very 
pleased that we are able to stay 
and support both the Fish¬ 
market, the traders and pro¬ 
vide a space for our patrons to 
enjoy a wide variety of arts.”

Three week building delay 


WORK to build a new roundabout in 
Northampton has been stalled for 
three weeks due to problems asso¬ 
ciated with the diversion of a high 
voltage electricity cable. 

MGWSP, the highways service 
provider for Northamptonshire 
County Council, found the cable on 
the construction site of the new 
roundabout, situated at the junc¬ 
tion of A4500 Wellingborough Road 
and Cherry Lodge Road, shortly 
after they began the 12-week project 


on January 5. But, due to opera¬ 
tional constraints, EON, the com¬ 
pany responsible for diverting the 
high voltage cable, cannot start the 
work until this Friday. 

A spokeswoman for the highways 
contractor explained the reason for 
the delay and apparent inactivity: 
“MGWSP has undertaken all works 
possible within the current road 
closure, including working out of 
sequence, in an attempt to mitigate 
any delays caused by the lead-in 


period for the electricity diversion. 

“Unfortunately, there is currently 
a situation where little work is tak¬ 
ing place and the state of the con¬ 
struction means the junction cannot 
be re-opened safely. 

“MGWSP would like to apologise 
to residents and vehicle users for 
the disruption and can give assurance 
that works will be accelerated, once 
the electricity diversion is under¬ 
taken, to complete the new round¬ 
about.”

PLANNERS of a 24-hour 
supermarket in 
Northampton have 
unveiled multi-million 
pound proposals to 
expand the store by up to 
30 per cent. 

Consultants working for 
Tesco at Mereway revealed the 
aim to residents with plans to 
link up with neighbouring com¬ 
munity facilities such as Danes 
Camp leisure centre, the Abbey 
Centre Baptist Church and 
Hunsbury library. 

Martin Robeson, a town plan¬ 
ning adviser, said the idea was 
to widen the aisles at the shop 
as well as move service yards to 
improve access for shoppers 
and accommodate massive new 
developments in Northamp¬ 
ton. 

Mr Robeson, who presented 
the scheme at a meeting at 
Abbeyfield School, Mereway, 
said: “It’s not about stocking 
a lot of new stuff, it’s about 
making the environment better. 

“The plan is not to create 
enormous mezzanine-level 


shopping. What it hopes to be 
able to do is to put back some¬ 
thing into the community Tesco 
is a large part of the district 
centre here.” 

He added the changes to the 
store would also allow people 
going to Danes Camp or the 
library to park in Tesco’s car 
park as part of a new partner¬ 
ship with the community. 

A number of residents 
attended the meeting and 
voiced their concerns over 
existing problems such as noise, 
traffic and crime in the area. 

Borough Councillor Paul 
Varnsverry (Lib Dem, West 
Hunsbury ) said: “Tesco is not a 
good commercial neighbour, 
that’s the perception from many 
people. 

“You need to win hearts and 
minds. We have heard from 
people this evening and they 
are deeply unhappy with the 
situation as it is now.” 

Tony Fletcher, a spokesman 
for Tesco, said: “We are confi¬ 
dent that we can address many 
of the issues even though some 
of them may be challenging.” 
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Officers 
to help 
at G20 
summit

OFFICERS from 
Northamptonshire Police 
will be deployed to Lon¬ 
don next week to help 
officers in the capital cope 
with 1,500 protesters at 
the G20 summit and the 
first visit to the UK by 
President Barack Obama. 

All officer leave has been 
cancelled at the Metropolitan 
Police during the summit, and 
26 members of the Northamp¬ 
tonshire force will join their 
ranks temporarily in an effort 
to cope with the predicted 
“unprecedented” levels of 
protest. 

A spokesman for the county 
force yesterday confirmed that 
26 officers in total - including 
two firearms officers and 
motorcyclists, one inspector 
and three sergeants - had been 
drafted in to help keep the 
peace. 

It is not yet known what their 
specific duties will involve, but 
the Met has warned it is facing 
“innovative and clever” protests 
from environmental and anar¬ 
chist groups while Mr Obama 
and 39 other world leaders 
meet. 

Commander Bob Broadhurst, 
who is leading the operation 
for the Met, said police 
resources would be stretched to 
the limit. 


He said: “These are innov¬ 
ative people and we must be 
innovative as well. 

“I have encouraged officers 
to try to think about what these 
people might try to do and hope¬ 
fully we will have something to 
mitigate that. It will be an excit¬ 
ing couple of days, to say the 
least.” 

Northamptonshire is one of 
five forces around the country 
which has been asked to send 
officers to London for the 
events, which will coincide 
with annual April Fool’s Day 
anti-globalisation and climate 
change demonstrations. 

More than 2,500 officers are 
expected to be on duty in an 
operation likely to cost around 
£7 million. 

Intelligence suggests protest 
groups are planning to seal off 
roads, storm buildings and try 
to breach security at the ExCel 
centre in Docklands, where the 
summit is being held. 

It is also thought they will 
target the financial district in 
response to the continuing eco¬ 
nomic crisis. 

Dozens of leading world fig¬ 
ures, including Obama, will 
begin to arrive on Tuesday, 
March 31. 

Climate change demonstra¬ 
tions will take place the next 
day, and the G20 summit will 
begin on April 2.

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No parking 
for one day 


RESIDENTS have been warned not 
to park on a busy Northampton 
road as a full day of repairs in car¬ 
ried out. 

MGWSP, which handles road mainte¬ 
nance in Northamptonshire, is carrying out 
a seven-hour blitz of long-standing problems 
in St Leonard’s Road, Far Cotton, tomorrow. 

Issues road workers hope to resolve 
include blocked drains, which frequently 
cause flooded roads and pavements, faulty 
streetlights and potholes. 

A spokeswoman for MGSWP said: “The 
joined-up working procedures in St 
Leonard’s Road will show what can be 
achieved with full co-operation from our 
suppliers and the public. It is anticipated 
that it will take one day to complete, 
weather permitting, and no night working 
will be carried out. 

“Some disruption is inevitable but the 
improvements will benefit the local com¬ 
munity and all those who use this route.” 

MGWSP and Northamptonshire County 
Council are asking drivers not to park 
along St Leonard’s Road, which has many 
shops as well as houses, on Friday 

To make sure, the work will be com¬ 
pleted under a prohibition of waiting 
order between 9am to 4pm backed by traf¬ 
fic wardens. 

Traffic will still be able to use the road but 
will not be allowed to stop or park on the 
road for prolonged periods of time. 

However the Netto supermarket, in 
nearby London Road, will allow motorists 
to leave cars for up to two hours. 

The MGWSP spokeswoman said: “Some 
disruption is inevitable but the improve¬ 
ments will benefit the local community 
and all those who use this route.” 

Friday’s operation is a pilot scheme run 
in partnership with Doing Better For Com¬ 


munities and the area’s Safer Communities 
Team and could later spread to areas such 
as Abington. 

Councillor Brendan Glynane (Lib Dem, 
Delapre ) said residents would be particu¬ 
larly pleased that drains outside their 
homes would be cleared of mud as the 
problem regularly caused flooding after 
heavy rain.

A LONG-standing prob¬ 
lem with over-crowding 
on a London-bound com¬ 
muter train from 
Northampton looks no 
closer to being solved 
despite complaints from 
passengers. 

Brian Binley, Conservative 
MP for Northampton South, 
criticised the “totally unac¬ 
ceptable quality of service” on 
the 9.05am service in a letter to 
train operator London Midland 
yesterday after a lack of 
response to his three previous 
letters on the subject. 

The MP wrote: “The four-car¬ 
riage train you provide for that 
service is standing-room only 
when it leaves Milton Keynes 
and packed to the point where it 
is endangering customers’ safety 
by the time it leaves Leighton 
Buzzard. I believe you are now 
endangering life and limb by 
packing this train in the way 
you are and I repeat, that is 
totally unacceptable. 

“It is my belief that your 
timetabling is in such disarray 
as to mean that you have not 
got the carriages required to 
extend this train by adding addi¬ 
tional carriages which would 
clearly solve the problem.” 

Mr Binley said he was “so 
concerned” by the train opera¬ 
tor’s alleged lack of response 
that he would raise the matter in 


the House of Commons if he 
did not get a satisfactory answer. 

A spokesman for London Mid¬ 
land said the operator did not 
have enough carriages, and to 
put another carriage on the 
9.05am service would mean tak¬ 
ing one away from the 7.03am 
train. Carriages have already 
been added to this train to cope 
with demand. 

He said whether the company 
was allowed to buy more car¬ 
riages was subject to Depart¬ 
ment for Transport (DfT) 
approval, and would be reviewed 
in May 

He added: “Without extra car¬ 
riages the only way to do it is to 
take them off other services. 
It’s a horrible expression but 
we would be robbing Peter to 
pay Paul. 

“We are aware that it’s an 
issue.”

Fear of 

crime 

grows 


BUSINESSES are being 
put off from opening dis- 
tribution centres in 
Northampton because 
of the negative percep¬ 
tion of lorry crime in the 
town, a new report into 
lorry parking has shown. 

The Northamptonshire HGV 
Parking Study, which was put 
together by consultancy firm 
Faber Maunsell on behalf of 
the county council and the 
Highways Agency has revealed 
the county is fast becoming 
known as a centre for crime 
involving lorries. 

One of the major hotspots 
for freight crime in the county 
is the Brackmills Industrial 
Estate in Northampton, where 
there has been an average of 
over 30 reported freight crimes 
per year over the past six years. 

Research by Northampton¬ 
shire Police has shown the 
area has developed national 
notoriety, with offenders trav¬ 
elling long distances to target 
the estimated 600 lorries that 
park up overnight in the 
county every day. 

To combat the high levels 
of crime, the report concludes 
that three new lorry parks 


need to be built in the area to 
provide safe, secure facilities, 
and at least one of these should 
be on the A14 and one on the 
A45. 

The report says: “The lack of 
parking in Northamptonshire 
is having an impact in terms of 
crime and safety both for lorry 
drivers, other road users, res- 
idents and visitors to 
Northamptonshire. 

“It is clear the data suggests 
that there is a requirement for 
new, high-quality lorry parks in 
the county, primarily in the 
A14 and A45 corridors, which 
are secure, well signed and 
attractive to drivers.” 

A spokesman from the Road 
Haulage Association said: 
“Drivers should have adequate 
safe and secure places to park 
overnight and take statutory 
breaks. There is a social oblig¬ 
ation upon local and central 
government to ensure that 
they are provided and at a rea¬ 
sonable price. 

“Lorry parking and park¬ 
ing security need a higher pri¬ 
ority within local and central 
government. In planning, this 
means resisting the closure of 
existing sites and facilitating 
the opening.”

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Whole country

A LIB DEM politician has 
warned that an apparent 
shortage of midwives in 
Northampton is a symptom 
of wider problems across 
the country.

“We got our noses in front with a bright 
start, and then instead of taking the 
pressure off ourselves and playing the 
game in their half, Chris Dunn has played 
it short to Mark Hughes, he’s played it 
short to Paul Rodgers, and suddenly 
Simon Cox is scoring. 

“But all the goals we conceded were 
poor. After all the compliments I gave 
the back four and midfield on Saturday, 
they just didn’t start at all. 

“After that first-half performance I 
can’t give any of the defence or midfield 
any credit whatsoever.” 

Simon Cox inspired the Robins to a 
dramatic win, the striker being credited 
with a hat-trick although his first effort 
looked suspiciously like a Jason Crowe own 
goal. 

The Cobblers were ahead after two 
minutes through Adebayo Akinfenwa, 
but then it all went wrong. 

A spirited second-half display and rous¬ 
ing finale wasn’t enough from the Cobblers 
as they fell agonisingly short. 

Gray added: “We are at the business end 
of the season and you want commitment 
and you want desire, and in the first half 
we didn’t have that. 

“Credit to the players they did show 
something in the second half, but we 
have lost a game at home against a team 
that is around us in the table.” 

This Saturday the Cobblers have a cru¬ 
cial “six-pointer” in Coca Cola League 
One with a trip to fellow strugglers 
Carlisle United. 


Saints peaking 
at crucial time 

CONFIDENT Saints go into this Satur¬ 
day's EDF Energy Cup semi-final hoping 
they have hit form at the right time. 

Despite losing at London Irish last weekend, 
Saints played with a verve and confidence that 
showed they are peaking just as the season 
reaches its climax. 

And with international stars Dylan Hartley, 
Euan Murray and Scott Gray returning from Six 
Nations duties, confidence is high that Northamp¬ 
ton can see off Cardiff Blues to reach their first 
Anglo-Welsh Cup final. 

Saints scrum-half Lee Dickson said: “This 
game has come at a good time. If you had said to 
us at the start of the season we would be in a 
semi-final, quarter-final and climbing up the 
league we would have taken it. 

“We are not there yet, but we are building 
towards a good end-of-season push.” 

Saints played with real ambition in front of a 
raucous 22,000 at London Irish on Sunday, the 
biggest crowd some of the younger players 
would have experienced, before losing 32-27. 

It was good practice for this weekend’s clash 
against Blues at the Ricoh Arena, in Coventry, 
which is set to see 30,000 pack into the ground. 

Dickson said: “This is what you play rugby for, 
everybody wants to play in finals. We will put in 
110 per cent to do that, we will have a good 
training week, take the positives out of the 
Irish game and iron out the negatives and go full 
on for Cardiff. 

“It will be just another normal week, it is a big 
game, but semi-finals take care of themselves, we 
will be treating it like any other game. 

“We will look at Cardiff and how they play but 
mostly we will be concentrating on ourselves and 
how we want to play.” 

Despite their lowly Magners League position, 
Cardiff are in the quarter-finals of the Heineken 
Cup, having beaten Leicester and Gloucester 
along the way. 

Dickson added: “Winning tight games away 
from home is about being sensible, it is about 
strategy, getting into the right areas of the field 
and decision-making from myself and the num¬ 
ber 10.
